What  Is  Student  Opinion  Worth? 


College  life  lias  changed  dramatically 
in  the  past  ten  years. 

The  stress  on  education  has  herded  thou- 
sands of  young  people  into  sprawling  uni- 
versities. No  longer  does  the  college  pres- 
ident know  each  student.  Students  find  it 
harder  to  identify  with  a school  which  is 
barely  cognizant  of  his  presence. 

In  large  universities  today,  classes 
are  held  which  hold  upwards  of  two  and 
three  hundred  students.  Large  research 
grants  keep  the  professors  in  the  labora- 
tory, causing  teaching  assistants  to  man 
the  classrooms.  Closed  circuit  TV  classes 
remove  students  even  'further  from  the 
professor’s  presence. 

These  conditions  have  been  blamed  for 
a large  part  of  the  student  unrest  in  to- 
day’s colleges.  The  Berkeley  campus  of  the 
University  of  California  became  the  center 
of  international  attention  last  yeai’  as  stu- 
dents conducted  sit-ins  and  riots  during 
,the  free  speech  movement.  Other  students 
joined  in  at  other  campuses  with  sit-ins 
and  demonstrations  of  their  own. 

Psychologists  and  sociologists  who  ex- 
amined these  demonstrations  say  that  stu- 
dents are  rebelling  against  the  college  meg- 
alopolis and  are  trying  to  establish  an  iden- 
tity. 

It  now  looks  as  if  students  are  going 
to  get  help  in  this  regard  from  college  ad- 
ministrators themselves. 

According  to  an  article  appearing  in 


the  New  York  Times,  when  the  powerful 
American  Council  on  Education  convenes 
its  annual  meeting  in  Wasljington  this  week, 
“the  entire  conference  will  be  dominated  by 
the  newly  discovered  big  man  on  campus 
— the  student.” 

The  article  points  out  that  in  past  meet- 
ings of  the  council,  when  university  presi- 
dents met  in  their  top-level  sessions,  the 
topics  of  discussion  tended  to  be  financial 
problems,  questions  of  research,  and  prob- 
lems of  dealing  with  the  federal  govern- 
ment. 

But  this  year,  the  topic  is  “The  Student 
in  Higher  Education.” 

This  is  probably  the  greatest  victory 
won  to  date  by  the  student  rebellion,  which 
was  symbolized  by  the  Berkeley  sit-ins, 
the  story  continued. 

Dr.  Logan  Wilson,  president  of  the 
council,  told  a convocation  at  Franklin  and 
Marshall  College  in  Lancaster,  Pa.,  that 
today’s  mass  enrollments  had  created  a 
seller's  market  in  which  the  student  was 
likely  to  become  the  forgotten  man. 

Wilson  further  said,  “Because  others 
are  standing  in  line  to  take  the  places  of 
the  dropouts,  there  is  a danger  of  becom- 
ing indifferent,  if  not  callous,  to  the  sources 
of  discontent  and  the  causes  of  failure.” 

With  warnings  like  this  being  sounded 
by  educators,  perhaps  university  students 
may  yet  be  spared  from  the  IBM  controlled 
society.

TO  ANSWER  some  of  these 
questions,  a poll  was  conducted 
by  the  Daily  Universe.  When  stu- 
dents were  contacted,  they  were 
asked  how  they  felt  about  the 
Church’s  decision  on  the  matter, 
their  own  feelings,  and  why  they 
felt  this  way. 

One  of  the  longest  and  most  in- 
teresting comments  received  was 
that  of  Jim  Smith,  a graduate  stu- 
dent from  New  York,  who  said, 
“The  official  Church  statement 
does  not  ban  “fad”  dances.  They 
say  it  is  up  to  the  individual  to 
decide  with  their  parents.  Bishop, 
etc.  It  seems  the  Church  still  up- 
holds the  policy  of  free-agency,  ■ 
but  I’m  not  so  sure  of  President 
Wilkinson.  President  Wilkinson 
seems  and  acts  as  if  he  is  the 
ultimate  ruler  ovet  all.  of  us. 

"OUR  CAMPOS  is  i^t  too  large 
to  have  a pure  democracy.'  That.; 
is  to  say,’ have  everyone  vote.- on 
the  issues  that'  effect  tfe'  stu-' 
dent  body  as  a whole.  I’m  sure 


more  suggestive  to  a couple  than 
dancing  to  a moody  Johnny  Mat- 
his record.  On  this  point  I think  a 
majority  of  student  will  agree.” 

IN  AGREEMENT  with  Presi- 
dent Wilkinson  was  the  statement 
received  from  Lloyd  Campbell, 
a junior,  from  Dallas,  Texas,  who 
said,  “This  being  my  first  semes- 
ter at  BYU,  I was  quite  shocked 
when  I attended  my  first  dance 
in  Wilkinson  Center.  I had  just 
heard  that  the  First  Presidency 
was  trying  to  limit  fad  dancing 
to  the  extent  that  it  would  be 
keeping  with  Church  standards, 
and  lo  and  behold,  here  at  the 
Lord’s  University  the  kids  were 
going  wild  in  all  kinds  of  bodily 
contortions. 

“I  am  ready  to  back  up  in 
every  way  the  elimination  of  sug- 
gestive dances  on  this  campus. 
If  a visitor  comes  to  a dance  he 
should  have  one  more  reason  to 
thiri  us  peculiar— unlike  every 
other  university  in  the  U.S.;  we 
have  Sane  and  modest  dances  that 
are  not  vulgar  or  suggestive. 

"I  ECHO  the  statement  pre- 
viously made  by  President  Wilkin- 
son—if  the  students  not  wishing 
to  conform  with  Church  and 
school  standards  would  simply 
leave,  it  would  allow  space  for 
some  of  the  m3ny  lined  up  out- 
side the  gates  who  are  in  general 
agreement  and  would  heartily 
back  up  the  school  and  the  Gen- 
eral Authorities.” 

Tina  Bateman,  a sophomore, 
from  Ogden,  Utah  said,  “It  didn’t 
bother  me  too  much,  because  as' 
. far  as  I’m  concerned,  I can  take 
then;  or  l^ve  them  (fad  dances). 
However,  I do  think  it  is  a good 
thing  for  the  Church  to  take  a 
stdnd  on  the  issue,  and  I support 
their  stand.”--  - 
y SOME  STUDENTS  expressed  a

cause  students  to  go  to  6ff-cany)us 


it  will  drive  the  students  to  off- 
campus  dances,  and  then  the  sit- 
uation will  get  completely  out  of 
hand.” 

THERE  WERE  a few  students 
who  felt  that  fad  dancing  was  not 
a dance  at  all,  but  just  a series 
of  movements  that  could  be  per- 
formed only  by  a contortionist. 

Carlos  Sendel,  from  Mexico 
City,  Mexico,  a junior,  said,  “Dan- 
ces involving  various  contortions 
of  the  body  are  not  whaf  I con- 
sider dancing.  This  is  not  because 
I feel  that  they  are  obscene  or 
sexy,  but  just  because  I don’t 
consider  them  a form  of  dancing. 
So,  I feel  that  dances  involving 
such  bodily  movements  should  be 
banned.” 

STUDENTS  WHO  were  opposed 
to  President  Wilkinson’s  suggest- 
ion aiso  felt  that  the  nation-wide 
coverage  thrown  on  BYU  was 
damaging  to  the  reputation  of  the 
school. 

Bob  Stockwell,  a sophmore, 
from  Wilmington,  California,  said, 
“I  feel  that  the  President  did  not 
have  the  right  to  suggest  as  he 
did  that  the  opinion  of  BYU  was 
anti-fad  dances.  The  student  body 
was  never  consulted  and  have 
only  been  told  that  if  tney  don’t 
like  it,  go  home.  The  basis  of  our 
Church  is  free-agency,  as  is  the 
basis  of  the  University;  except 
when  l^resident  Wilkinson  decid^ 
to  change  something.  The  intel- 
ligence of  the  student  body  of 
BYU  has  been  insulted  and  the 
entire  country  is  aware  that  the 
students  of  the  Lord’s  University 
cannot  chose  the  right  things.”

Most  of  the  Cougar  fans  are  expecting  them  to 
bounce  back  after  the  Oregon  game  last  week.  Some 
of  us  wonder  if  that’s  a good  term — “bounce  back.” 

Certainly  some  aspects  of  play  left  considerable 
desire  for  improvement.  And  the  players  knew  it.

They  threw  well,  they  received  well;  they  ran  well 
and  they  blocked  well.  Given  another  day  and  perfoiTn- 
ing  at  100  per  cent  all  the  way(  and  what  club  can 
i-eally  perform  100  per  cent  all  the  way?)  the  Cougars 
may  have  been  able  to  pull  out  a win- — but  it’s  going 
to  take  a 100  per  cent  effort  from  any  club  to  beat  the 
Webfoots  this  year. 


BYU’s  Cougar  Stadium  will  be 
the  scene  of  battle  between  two 
young  but  ambitious  football  squads 
Friday  night  as  the  Spartans  of 
San  Jose  State  invade  the  Provo  in- 
stitution. 

BASED  ON  PAST  performance 
and  home-field  advantage,  Coach 
Tommy  Hud^th's  gridders  should 
be  rated  a slight  favorite  to  re- 
bound from  a solid  defeat  in  Eu- 
gene, Ore.,  last  weekend. 

The  27-14  loss  to  the  Ducks  spoil- 
ed the  Cougars’  bid  for  an  unde- 
feated season,  built  on  successive 
wins  over  Arizona  State  and  Kan- 
sas State. 

SAN  JOSE  State,  never  a school 
to  shun  a “heavy”  schedule,  has 
dropped  three  straight  contests 
this  season  to  Stanford  (6-26),  Idaho 
(7-17),  and  Utah  State  (8-35). 

The  Spartans,  who  lost  half  of 
their  1964'  lettermen  to  graduation, 
have  gained  valuable  experience  in 
their  losing  efforts,  but  come  into 
the  BYU  game  at  a physical  dis- 
advantage due  to  injuries. 

WHIL,E  THE  host  Mountain  Cats 
have  managed  to. remain  relative- 
ly free  of  key  injuries,  San  Jose 
State’s  head  coach  Harry  Anderson 
reports  that  standout  quarterback 
Ken  Berry  and  first-string  tackle 
Fred  Heron  are  doubtful  for  this 
week’s  encounter. 

Against  the  USU  Aggies  last 
Saturday,  Berry  caught  a helmet 
in  the  ribs  and  Heron  suffered  a 
mild  concussion. 

OTHER  INJURED  players  are 
flanker  Steve  Cox  and  tackle  Brent 
Berry,  both  of  whom  are  expected 
to  see  action.
